Veneer Makes Fine Furniture 


In spite of the fact that the art of veneering has been practiced 
since the early Egyptians, one still hears the question asked, “Is 
veneered furniture as good as solid furniture.’ The facta given 
here dispell the basis for this question. ; 

In_many respects veneered furniture is better. In fact, most of 
the finest and most expensive furniture today is made of hardwood 


veneers just as it was in the past. Furniture made of veneered 
‘panels is sometimos referred to as plywood or bonded construction. 

Plywood is actually a hardwood sandwich, consisting of five, 
seven, or some odd number of layers, The center, or core, of the 
sandwich is of solid lumber (or similar rigid core stock). In the 
caso of a 5-ply panel, a sheet of vencer from a strong but not neces- 
sarily beautiful hardwood is placed on each side of the inner core. 
These sheets of veneer are known as “cross-banding.” Finally, a 
face covering—a veneer of a fine and beautiful cabinetwood—and 2 
back vencer are placed over both cross-band layors, The direction 
of the grain in each layer is always at right angles to that of the 
adjacent layer, as indicated by the arrows in the above photo. 

Between each of these layers, as they are assembled, is spread a 
scientifically perfected modern adhesive, Then the entire “sandwich” 
(5 layers with adhesive between them) is placed in a modern high 

ressure press where, because of the efficiency of the adhesive, the 
ive layers are permanently laminated, or bonded, together. As a 
raatter of fact, modern adhesives weld together the layers of veneer 
and lumber core so indestructibly that under severest stresses the 
wood itself will break long before the adhesive will give away. 
These modern ‘adhesives insure against blistering or splintering. 
¥or all practical purposes the resulting panel is just as “strong” as 
solid wood with several additional important advantages. 

This cross-ply construction of plywood properly distributes the 
strength properties of wood, especially for large, flat surfaces, Tests 
prove that pound for pound, hardwood plywood is stronger than 
stec]. Also because of the cross-ply principle, hardwood plywood 
is highly resistant to warpage and dimension changes, 5 

Inasmuch as only the outer layer, or face veneer, is exposed, 
Yeneering makes furniture with rare and beautiful hardwood sur- 
faces available at relatively low cost.

dren's feet. 

There are 52 bones ina pair of 
young feet, and only 154 in the 
remainder of the body, The gen- 
gral structure of the foot is not 
completed until the age of 14. 
in fact, some ‘of the bone struc- 
tures are not completed until 
much later. Children out-grow 
shoes faster than they outwear 
them, often leading parents to 
pass them along to the younger 
ones, This is a serious error, for 
hand-me-down shoes are bound

Good Health— 


In working with 4-H Club 
boys in Coffee County, I often- 
times stress the importance of 
eating plenty of the right kinds 
of food to develop strong heal- 
thy bodies. In fact, I have 
stressed to the boys that most 
of therh could drink twice as 
much milk as they are now 
drinking to take care of nutri- 
tional needs. Miss Fariss Pric- 
kett, API Extension Nutrition- 
ist, pointed out that most boys 
and girls are eating an ade- 
quate breakfast except for milk 
and foods containing vifamin 
©. Boys 5 to 9 years of age eat 
better than those in the older 
froup. 


Gardens— 


Now is a good time to begin 
serious plans tor a good garden 
in 1959, It takes a real garden- 
er tO have vegetables most of 
the months in the year. 

February is the time for 
planting the early garden, Such 
crops aS English peas, turnips, 
irish potatoes, beeis, carrots, 
radishes, and lettuce should be 
planted so they will be ready 
for use before hot weather, Al- 
so bed potatoes and plant seed 
of tomatoes, pepper, and egp- 
plant in a plant box or hotbed 
to have plants ready to set as 
soon as the danger of frost is 
past, 

For best results, with these 
early crops, apply stable man- 
ure or poultry manure before 
breaking the ground, Plow deep 
and harrow or disk to form.a 
smooth, firm seedbed free from 
clods, 

Apply four quarts of 8-8-8 or 
4-12-12 fertilizer per 100 feet of 
row before planting, Then, 
when crops are up to a good 
stand, side dress with two ats, 
of 8-8-8 or one pt, of nitrate of 
soda per -100 feet of row.
